CANADIAN WHEAT 
POOL EXPLAINED 


Ransom Tells Workings 
of Grain Marketing 
Movement. 


Over H a l f Dominion's 
Crop Handled by 
110,000 Members. 


“There are four Canadian wheat 
pools; the Manitoba. Saskatchewan 
and Alberta wheat pools, and the 
Ontario grain pool,” stated F W. 
Ranson, secretary of the Manitoba 
Wheat Producers, Inc., Winnipeg, 
Canada, who left, Saturday to re­ 
turn to Canada after a five days ] 
visit in Nebraska during which time 
he made eleven addresses, includ­ 
ing one before the state legislature 
and the Lincoln chamber of com­ 
merce, 
"The three western 
pools 
are 
linked together in the Central Sell­ 
ing agency, (also called the Cana­ 
dian wheat pooli which is a subsi­ 
diary of th# 
three 
pools 
and la 
owned and controlled lay them .' he 
explained, 
“The three 
pools of Manitoba. 
Saskatchewan 
and 
Alberta 
have 
started on their second five-year 
contract period 
These three Cana­ 
dian pools have a total member­ 
ship of approximately 140.000 farm­ 
ers Joined 
together in the world's 
greatest non-profit 
producers' co­ 
operative marketing association It 
is not quite five years since the Al­ 
berta pool received its first carload 
of wheat, yet In that short time the 
Canadian wheat pool has 
become 
the leading marketing agency for 
Canadian 
wheat, 
handling 
more 
than half of all the wheat sold by 
Canadian farmers. The total wheat 
acreage 
under 
crop in 
western 
Canada la estimated at about 23.- 
000.000 acres, 
More thah 14.000,000 
acres of this total is already under 
contract to the wheat pools. 
An Evolution in Marketing. 
"The Canadian wheat pool is an 
evolution rather than a revolution 
In the grain marketing system of 
Canada. 
The 
pioneer farmers of 
the Canadian west after they had 
found out by a long series of experi­ 
ments on their farms and the do­ 
minion experimental farms the va­ 
rieties of wheat which under proper 
cultural methods would give a sat­ 
isfactory 
yield 
of 
high 
quality 
wheat, were faced with the necessity 
of improving marketing methods if 
the grain grower was to have any 
margin above the bare cost of pro­ 
duction foe his crop 
"For more than thirty years the 
wheat farmers of the west were en­ 
gaged in a continuous struggle for 
some measure of control over the 
marketing of their grain. In the re­ 
port of the royal grain inquiry. 1925. 
It Is stated; 
"Between the yew 1897 aud the 
outbreak of the great 
war In 1914, 
thirteen In rest iga Mona into various 
departments of the 
grain 
trade 
were held by royal 
commissioners, 
in some cases appointed by federal 
and in other eases bv provincial au­ 
thority, 
All of these investigatlons 
were prompted by complaints eman­ 
ating from the 
producers of grain 
and they all resulted in the bring­ 
ing about of at least come benefi­ 
cial changes in the conditions com­ 
plained of." 
Not Relying on I^fi-I.tture. 
' The grain growers did not rely 
solely on legislative checks to In­ 
sure more satisfactory returns for 
their wheat; they 
became 
grain 
handlers on a 
large scale them­ 
selves. 
In September. 
1906. 
the 
d rain Growers' Grain Co., now the 
United 
Orain 
O r o w e r s, 
was 
launched as a Farmers’ Cooperative 
Orain Handling Co. 
In 1911 the 
Co. formed along somewhat siml- 
Raskatehewan Cooperative Elevator 
Jar line*, and recently absorbed by 
the Saskatchewan wheat pool, was 
formed. Both companies were very 
successful but 
were 
regarded by 
many farmers as serving largely as 
gathering agencies for Ute specula­ 
tive grain trade without exercising 
any atabtltzim: 
influence on 
the 
market. 
The World 
war.

Inspect Oil. Cia*. Water. 
It is essential to have water, oil 
and gas Inspected before starting 
out on a long tour, Also it is well 
to have the air pressure in all of 
the tires looked after. 


Caasra of Upholstery Wear. 
Duet that works its way into the 
fabric is the chief factor in rapid 
wear of upholstery. The material 
should he brushed with a whisk 
broom at least once a month and, 
after the brushing, subjected to a 
thorough cleansing with a vacuum 
cleaner. It means a valuable ex­ 
tension of upholstery life and much 
better appearance. 


A Careless Habit.

Because lubricating oils thicken 
and become more viscous as they 
cool, a lighter grade should be used 
In the engine and transmission dttr- 
taf the cold months. Most auto­ 
mobile engines run nearly as hot in 
winter as during other seasons, 
after they are thoroughly warmed 
tip. The use of too light an oil in 
winter may prove unsatisfactory 
when the engine Is hot, since the 
oil may become too thin for proper 
lubrication. 
Usually, however, sn 
engine that requires a heavy oil in 
summer may use a medium grade 
in winter 
An engine requiring a 
medium oil In summer may have a 
light grade in winter. Cold air is 
also unfavorable to vaporization of 
gasoline 
To compensate for the 
poor mixing qualities of cold fuel 
it Is necessary to provide more 
gasoline by opening the gasoline ad­ 
justment on the carburetor or by 
pulling out the choker. To insure 
sufficient air for combustion chok­ 
ing should not be too continuous. 
The same carburetor setting Is often 
suitable for running at all seasons 
of the year, though in winter it mav 
not be working at its greatest effi­ 
ciency until after the engine ha* 
been running for some time. To

Although the 
school of the lea* perfect design was 
the educational background of some 
of the foremost men of America, it 
is entirely inadequate in the present 
day world demanding the highest

One Superior Standard. 
Of 561 standard schools in 
Ne. • 
braaka. six are in Lancaster county 
One of these ta rated a* a superior 
standard center There are 126 dis­ 
trict* in the county. No US, the 
Beach school lust west of Lincoln; 
No 102 Woodlawn, No. IO. east of 
Walton; No 6. the Rokeby town 
school and No 20 between Bennet 
and 
Panama in th# southeastern 
comer, are the standard schools 
The superior standard is ai Martel, 
district No 22. and Is the plant 
made possible by W. H Moore.

Violin, Has Played For 2,000 Dances 


Noted Canvasses on Display at Nebraska A rt Exhibit

After helping to provide music for 
some 2.000 square dance*. Albert 
B erm s of Pen a, feels satisfied th at 
he has furnished his share of the 
melody for the 
light fantastic.** 
Mr. Berm s, who is 52 years old. 
ha* played a violin for forty-two 
years and still owns the Straatvar- 
lus violin on which he learned to 
play 
The violin, now over 200 
f ears old. was made in Cremona, 
taly in 1725 
Barely a year after 
he learned to plav nis fiddle Mr. 
Berens began to play for square 
dance* 
T hereafter for sixteen or 
seventeen years 
he 
wa* 
** music 
m aker ’ at dances averaging two 
each week, or in all. about 1.700 
dances. 
Since then Ive has played 
enough he estim ates to make his 
total well over the 2.000 mark The 
dances for which he has played 
have nearly all been country dances 
Mr. Berens knows scores of Jigs.

There will be changes from time to 
time—tim shifting of station* to 
other frequencies for experimental 
purposes, reductions or increases in 
power, further time division and 
manor alterations but they will not 
shake the general scheme. 
The present and most difficult 
problem aptwars to be the po.ic.ng 
of the air--that is keeping the sta­ 
tions on their proper wave length*.

New Radio Allocations Prepare 
Industry for Future Progress 


WASHINGTON. Feb. I — ti N 
8 i Radio broadcasting conditions 
were immeasurably improved by the j 
close of 1928 
A year ago there was a situation j 
of chaotic interference that 
had 
rendered receivers almost useless ex­ 
cept for local reception 
Radio fan* 
were disgusted and even the sale of 
set* was falling off 
But tooav. through a new a Hora- j 
Hon of channels established by the 
federal radio commission, a measure 
oi order ha* been restored and there 
Is reason to believe that during the 
next few months will rome an even 
greater improvement to give . the 
public excellent reception on seventy 
br eighty per cent of the 89 chan­ 
nels used by American broadcaster* 
Since the new allocation went into 
effect November ll. the most Un-' 
portent move made by the commis­ 
sion was a letter to broadcasters in­ 
forming them that licenses w-ould 
nm be renewed February I, for any 
station which has violated the law 
or regulations of the government. 
tiHfl Stations. 
There are approximately (MW sta­ 
tions on the air. Half of them have 
been guilty of deviation from their 
assigned frequencies bv more than 
800 cycles. 
Some stations literally 
have wandered all over the 
wave- 
spectrum in their efforts to broad­ 
cast, Deviation by more than half­ 
kilocycle ere*test serious heterodyn­ 
ing with stations operating on ad­ 
jacent frequencies and so far has 
prevented the public from obtaining 
the full benefit of the new wave 
length allocation. 
Borne stations are broadcasting 
phonograph entertainment without 
announcing Ute fact. Others fall to 


announce their call 
letters each 
quarter-hour, as is required.
